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This index contains entries for authors, article titles, titles and authors of books contained 
in the “‘Reviews”’ department, reviewers, SAA fellows and award recipients, and obituary 
names. Subject entries have been confined mostly to broad topics covered by an article, 
with most of the subjects derived from the article’s abstract. Proper names of individuals, 
institutions, and places are similarly confined to those that receive extended coverage. 
Names appearing in ‘‘about the author’’ sketches and footnotes are not indexed. Entries 
for SAA reports and council minutes all appear under the “‘Society of American Archi- 
vists’? heading. Works by multiple authors are listed only under the first author, with 
“*see”’ references from additional authors. Reviews and listings of published (mostly re- 


pository-level) finding aids are grouped under “‘Guides.”’
